‘¢'The Div an are in the greateit perplexity con- 
cerning the qveftion, whether they {hail make a 
winter campaign or not? fome members being for 
it, while others are of opinion that fuch a campaign 
will hinder the Ottoman troops from, coftinuing the 
war with vigour during the rextfaummer. Befides 
the Grand Vizir’s army is too much weakened by 
the retreatof the Afiatic troops; and fhould they 
even raife recruits enough ; which is not very like- 
ly, 
wiater, and then would not be difeiplined, 
for fervice, 

** Nothing is talked of at prefent at Pera 
and Conftantinople but the laf difpatches 
fentto court by the Grand Vizir, dated Mehadia, 
September 16, by which that minifter informs the 
Porte the pofition of the two armies, and advanced 
poit of which were in fight of each other, and of 
all which had paffed from the beginning of the 
month till that time. Whatmoft fets che Sultan 
and the miniftry againft the Grand Vizir, is the 
pofition of th ¢ Ottoman army : 
to his own account, was at thattime hemmed in 
between along chain of inacceflable mountains, 
and unable to employ all its forces to any advan- 
ape.
